may be found in a new booklet re- 
cently published by the Saskatche- 
wan Natural History, Society: A 
Guide to Saskatchewan Mammals 
by W. H. Beck, All available in- 
formation. about Saskatchewan 
mammals has been brought  to- 
gether for the first time. Distribu- 
tion maps for each species show 
the actual location of all known 
specimens; and locations are listed 
in the text. A key to-identification 
is included and this should be very 
useful to anyone wishing to learn 
more about our mammals. Good 
directions for capturing mammals 
and preparing them as scientific 
specimens may be found in this 
booklet. 

Several sketches and _ photo- 
graphs enliven the text of this 
glossy, 52 page booklet and show 
a few of the more unusual mam- 
mals, for example, the Short-tailed 


Shrew, which has poison gldnds 
like a’ cobra and which cats mice; 
the Pocket Gopher, which has fur- 
lined cheek pouches; and the pe- 
culiar Jumping Mouse. ‘Readers 
may .be surprised to know that the 
smallest mammal in the world the 
Pygmy Shrew, weighing no more 
than a cent, has been found at 
several places in the, province. An 
even more interesting shrew was 
caught at.Prince Albert: the Wa- 
ter Shrew which swims, catches 
fish and can even: run across the 
top: of the water!

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Give vocational 
s . 
training 

Unemployment this winter may 
mean a better job-next summer 
for some Saskatchewan workers. 
Tuition-free. vocational training 
courses for unskilled and s¢emi- 
skilled workers, who have become 
unemployed through seasonal lay- 
off, will be opened in. Saskatoon 
in mid-January. 

The programme, jointly spon- 
sored by the Departments -of -Edu-: 
cation and Labour through the 
Federal Provincial Vocational 
Training Agreement, ‘incorporates 
courses in motor vehicle repair, 
carpentry and plumbing, varying 
in length from six to 12 weeks. 

J. A. Doyle, Director of Voca- 
tional’ Education for the Depart-., 
ment of Education’ commented, 


“This is a method by which we 


can’ get unskilled tradesmen into . 
trades. at a higher level, We ex-. 
pect to have at least one or two 
more courses added to the pro- 
gramme later in the season.”

Are hens as happy in laying 
cages as running free in a poultry 
house? 

“They're happier,” maintains A, 
D.. (Bert) Jackson, whose 2,000 
hen Premier Poultry Farm sup- 
plies much of the egg market for 
the northerly Saskatchewan town 
of Meadow Lake. 


“Caged birds can eat and drink 
without being molested by others. 
Don’t forget, hens have a vicious 
social system — the peck order, 
Some unfortunate birds can’t eat 
or drink until all are satisfied. 

“Cages do, away with the peck 
order,” Mr, Jackson says. “No 
fighting disrupts production while 
the peck order is being establish- 
ed.” 

Even if hens are not happier in 
laying cages, Mr. Jackson knows 
he is happier having them there, 
Laying cages, he believes, make 
for cleaner, higher-quality eggs, 
more efficient. feeding and- culling. 
He lists eight reasons why the 
cage system makes him more 
money. 

“Even a beginner in the poultry 
business can cull effectively with 
birds confined in cages,” the lanky 
Meadow Lake poultryman says. A 
sick bird running loose will be ail- 
ing a long time beforé. she is no- 
ticed. Meanwhile, she’s stopped 
laying but continues to eat. She’s 
unprofitable. 

“Ina cage, ailing birds can be 
spotted and culled immediately.” 

By advancing a clothespin along 
the squares of the wire cage, the 
Jacksons keep daily track of how 
many eggs a bird has laid. Every 
time the ‘hen lays an egg her 
clothespin is moved along another 
square. Boor layers. can then be 
picked much more accurately and 
with less trouble than examining 
each bird, 

Cage-lain eggs are quality eggs. 


on a quality product ard good 
service, He candles and grades his 
own. eggs,‘then sells them to stores 
in his.own distinctive carton. Mea- 
dow Lake housewives do not just 
buy eggs. They buy Premier Poul- 
try eggs guaranteed for quality. 

Demand for these eggs has 
grown so that the enterprise at 
present is unable to fully meet it, 
“We like Jackson’s eggs very 
much,” one Meadow Lake store- 
keeper said, “but unfortunately 
orders from his older customers 
keep him from supplying us.” 

Mr. Jackson finds a second 
source of income, selling culled 
hens to storés, cafes and homes 
in Meadow Lake. -He has facilities 
for killing and plucking. Since he 
is located on the town’s outskirts, 
he_is willing: to make personal de- 
liveries, something he: feels has 
largely added to. the enterprise's 
success, Pas 

Biggest disadyantage of cage 
laying is the extra investment. 
Cages cost $2.50 each and Jackson 


has invested $5,000 to cage his|- 


2,000 birds. Raising them on the 
floor would call for an investment 
of around $1,800 for feeders, wa- 
tering fountains, community nests, 
roosts and dropping pits. 

Is,the extra investment of $3,200 
worth it? 2 

Some poultry authorities say 
caged birds need about two square 
feet of space compared to 3% 


the floor. In a large operation, the 
extra investment for cages might 
well be less than the extra invest- 
ment needed for housing if birds 
were to be free on the floor. 

If experiments now going on 
prove that properly-managed hens 
only need two square feef floor 
space, then the advantage of cages 
may be greatly reduced. Until 
then, the controversy of ‘cage 


After being laid, they fall onto 
the wire mesh floor and roll gently 
down into a gathering trough with 
little chance of being dirtied. Sar- 
rounded by wire mesh, they are 
fully exposed to air and cool 
quickly. 

Mr. Jackson says his clean, cool 
eggs generally get grade “A’’. The 
difference between grade “B” and 
“A” to Jackson is about 14 cents. 
If a hen lays 15 dozen eggs a 
year, the difference is $2.10 per 
bird: Quality may well be paying 
Premier Poultry Farm up to an 
extra $4,200 yearly. 

The feed caged birds eat can 
be completely controlled. They are 
unable to eat anything which will 
detract from egg quality. In ad- 


dition, disease’ can be controlled, 
since sick birds only contact ‘their 


immediate neighbors, Before dis- 
ease spreads too far, carriers can 
be removed. Cages make‘ no dif- 
ference with air borne diseascs, 
however. 

“Another thing I like about 
cages,” Mr. Jackson says, “there 
is less broodiness.' Broody’ hens 
can be spotted and stopped much 
more easily. Since  broodiness 
tends to defeat egg. production, 
preventing it makes the enterprise 
more profitable.” 

He also says the cages ‘make it 
easier to stop hens from eating 
their own éggs. Since they cannot 
get at others’ eggs, they can only 
eat their own. A small pile. of 
shells beneath. the cage is all the 
clue Mr. Jackson needs. to .debeak 
the egg eater. 

Finally, Mr. Jackson finds there 
is almost a complete lack of para- 
sites among his caged birds. Lice 
‘are not able to crawl up to the 
suspended cages, - 

‘In addition to all these gains, 
thé poultryman feels his cage set 
up ‘has a good psychological effect 
on* customers. Many .people from 
Meadow “Lake drop in to buy 
chickens from Mr. Jackson, Im-

Don't ignore

A, message with a sense of urg- 
ency for all Canadians has drawn 
C.N.I.B, into film production.

Chance In Sight”, will drum, home 
the idea’ that. unless crogsed eyes 
(strabismus) is caught in its early 
stages, blindness in one eye is al- 
most a certainty. 

The film is the result of some 
years’ observation on the part of 
C.N.LB. personnel. Executive offi- 
cers, Field Secretaries and social 
workers yeported from all prov- 
inces that most people believe that 
crossed eyes in children’ will 
straighten of their own accord 
with the passing of time. In real- 
ity, just’ the opposite is true 
Crossed eyes cause the child to see 
two. of everything. If nature is al- 
lowed to take its course, the weak- 
er eye stops seeing. This reduces 
the visual image to a single ob- 
ject but the sight of one eye is 
sacrificed in the process. Each 
year hundreds of Canadian chil- 
dren suffer this type of blindness 
and the tragedy is the more la- 
mentable because the conditibn 
need, never have developed. If 
crossed eyes are corrected under a 
doctor’s direction during the first 
few years of childhood, both eyes 
work together. Both eyes see in 
unison and the child observes the 
same single image world that- he 
would have seen had the condition 
never existed. 

Parents don’t know this. They 
neglect to take their children to 
the eye doctor and by the time the 
school nurse discovers the prob- 
lem: the damage is done and one 
eye is gone. 

To inform parents about the 
true facts on the cure of crossed 
eyes C.N.I.B. has joined forces 
with Motion Picture Centre, a 
highly - recommended film com- 
pany. 

Telling the story of one family 
whose first-born has crossed eyes, 
the film discloses the anxieties and 
doubts of the parents, their un- 
willingness to face their problem 
and their discovery of a successful 
solution.. All parents and _ those 
who care for children should put 
this-documentary on their viewing 
list.

“FIBRE FORWARD MARCH” 


Forecasting the future is a fa- 
vorite pastime as we face another 
new year. Predictions of fabulous 
new discoveries don’t seem so far- 
fetched when we stop to think ‘of 
those of recent times which we 
now take for granted. 


I have just been reading a re- 
port on Canada’s textile industry 
producing with man-made fibres 
and fabrics, It made me realize 
that a whole generation of young 
Canadian women have never had 
to dampen and iron their lingerie. 
Yet at the same age, their mothers 
would have thought, ‘“drip-dry, no- 
iron, easy care’ slips, nighties, 
blouses, etc., were incredible. 

’ The report shows that in just 
25 years the man-made fibres have 
taken over 27 percent of the en- 
tire market in Canada for all 
fibres. Before production ‘of the 
first “artificial” fabrics began in 
the twenties,.Canada had.a well- 
developed silk weaving industry. 
The advent of viscose, then acetate 
saw the gradual switch of this 
weaving industry from the silk 
worm’s fibre, to those extracted 
from Canada’s natural resources, 

Nylon, the first chemical. fibre, 
was invented just before the last: 
war and it has been followed by 
Orlon, Terylene, Arnel and others. 
Countless more ‘are being experi- 
mented with in the laboratory. To- 
day, quite apart from the wool and 
cotton mills, this section of the 
textile industry employs 15,000° 
Canadians producing 160 million 
dollars worth of fibres and fabrics 
each year. — 

These mills have not only won 
over more than one quarter of the 
Canadian fibre market but they 
have been a leading force behind 
the revolution in textiles which we 
have experienced during the past 
20 years. 

Who can tell where such devel- 
opments will end? Is it not pos- 
sible that the next few years will 
see further drastic changes in our 
textiles and clothing? Certainly 
there is every reason to believe 
that the search for better, and 
easier care, clothing will continue,

Organ installed in 
Maple Leaf Gardens 


It*took exactly one year to in- 
stall the huge pipe organ in Maple 
Leaf Gardens, Toronto, but it, was 
well worth it judging by the ap- 
plause of the spectators on hand 
at the Leafs-Boston game. The in- 
strument was introduced to the 
Garden fans and to a national ra- 
dio audience on that evening. It 
took Gardens’ building _superin- 
tendent Doug Morris and sound 
engineer Bob Wood exactly one 
year to install the powerful organ 
that was heard for years in Tor- 
onto’s famed old Shea's Theatre. 

The organ has 1,550 pipes rang- 
ing from the smallest flutes to the 
32 foot by 27-inch diaphones. It}_ 
has 227 stops operating under. 25- 
inch wind pressure generated by 
a. 30-horsepower motor — which 
feeds 3,300 cubic feet of air a min- 
ute through the gigantic instru- 
ment, 

Maple Leaf.Gardens is the last 
of the six National Hockey League 
areas to install an organ. Previ- 
ously one of the military bands 
from.

' WAS CONVERTED 

My friend, Dr. B. L, Olmstead, 
editor of Arnold’s 
has condensed a story from Chris- 
tian World Facts, 1957-58, which 
we pass on to you: 

Captain Fuchida, who was in 
charge of the air fleet of 360 
bombers that rained destruction on 
Pearl “Hatbor had come to the 
Christian: Servicemen’s Center in 
Sasebo, Japan, to give an address. 
He told of the experiences that 
changed the direction of his life. 
He declared, 
Tokyo I led the attack on Pearl 
Harbor. Now I am serving under 
higher orders.”
